TOWN WARRANT. 


[L. §.] Tue Stare or New Hampsuire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, qualified to vote im town 
affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 


town, on Tuesday, the tenth day of March, next, at ten of 


the clock in the forenon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ArtTicLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges, for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for same. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways, than the law requires. 


Arr. 4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt, 
to facilitate the collection of taxes. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, com- 
mittees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote 
relating thereto. 


Art. 6 To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, 
such sums of money as he may need for general purposes, in 
anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of one hundred (100) dollars, or any part thereof, for the 
use of the Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 60, G. A. R., to be 
expended in the observance of Memorial Day, in the year 
1914. 
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Art. 8. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
two hundred (200) dollars, or any part thereof, for the 
support of the Salem Free Puble Library, for the year 
1914. 


Art. 9. By request. To see what action the town will 
take in regard to instructing the selectmen to make a con- 
tract for ighting its streets, for a term of years not exceed- 
ing five (5) and raise money for the same. 


Art. 10. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of four thousand, three hundred and seventy - 
five (4875) dollars, for the purpose of constructing Rock- 
ingham Road. 


Art. 11. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of five hundred (500) dollars, or any part 
thereof, for the support of the fire companies. 


Art. 12. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the electric lights from the residence of Morton EH. 
Smith to the residence of Albert Huston, and raise money 
for the same. 


Art. 13. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
build a sidewalk between the Center and Depot villages, and 
raise money for the same. 


Art. 14. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred (100) dollars, to be expended 
on the highway leading from Wilson’s Corner to Daniel 
Merrill’s Corner, so called. 


ArT. 15., By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of one hundred (100) dollars, to be expended 
on the highway leading from Bryant’s Corner, so called, to 
the residence of George Woodbury. 


Art. 16. By request. To see if the town will vote to ~ 
raise the sum of five hundred (500) dollars, to be expended 
on the highway leading from Ewins’ Corner, to the resi- 
dence of Lincoln L. Hunt. 
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Art. 17. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
raise the sum of three hundred (300) dollars, to purchase a 
spraying machine. 


Art. 18. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
build a concrete bridge to replace the Dry, Bridge, so called, 
on the Causeway, and raise money for the same. 


Art. 19. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend its water mains from the house of Mrs. Carpenter 
down Broadway to Cluff’s Crossing, thence southwesterly 
along highway to guide post at Joy’s Corner, thence from 
corner of Winn Road below No. 8 Schoolhouse easterly to 
Broadway, thence southerly to the junction of Hampshire 
Road, and Broadway, thence to extend same easterly and 
westerly along Hampshire Road, from the house of one 
Martin, to the house of George E. Townsend, also easterly 
by road leading from Broadway to Stillwater as far as the 
house of one Lamontague, and raise money for the same.

To see what action the town will 
vote to take in repairing the highway, commencing at the 
end of the macadam beyond the residence of F’. D. Davis on 
Policy Street, and going north towards Canobie Lake, and 
raise money for the same. 


Art. 31. By request. To see if the town will vote to 
extend the electric lights from the corner near the house of 
Alfred Philbrick, to the corner near the house of James H. 
Wilson, and raise money for the same.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT 


As usual there have been quite a number of complaints 
on account of the unsanitary conditions about town. In 
one case the complaint was sent to State Board of Health 
at Concord. The State Board in return referred the 
matter back to us. 

We have tried to deal fairly with all parties and, while 
there is always more or less fault finding and we realize 
that our efforts have not been crowned with the greatest 
success, yet we try to feel that we have in a measure done 
those things that were for the best interests of the town. 

About the usual number of contagious diseases were re- 
ported, with two deaths from tuberculosis and one from 
scarlet fever. 

The State Board of Health has, very recently, through 
our schools, sent out bulletins intended to reach every fam- 
ily in town, relative to the care of tuberculer patients. 

The State Board of Health has also sent one of their num- 
ber down to look over our water supply at Canobie Lake. 
After going over the ground very thoroughly he made quite 
an extensive report on the same; suggesting that we have 
a chart made showing names of the owners of the cottages, 
also giving distances of cesspools, sink drains, etc., from the 
lake.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Salem: 


I respectfully call your attention to the statistical tables 
following this report. These tables demand your careful 
consideration for they show in almost every instance steady 
progress in the conduct of your schools. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The average membership of the schools for the year end- 
ing June, 1913, was 254, a decrease of thirteen pupils. The 
present year shows a slight increase. The percent. of attend- 
ance, 93, was‘as high as ever reported from this district 
and, considering that the three largest schools in town were 
broken into by contagious diseases, very satisfactory. The 
number of tardy marks for the year was 726, an average of 
3 per pupil, which is too high. Tardiness is largely a 
matter of habit and is usually confined to a few families in 
each school; for instance, the fall term of this year Number 
10 school reported 91 tardy marks, or 39 per cent. of the 
entire town district. Forty-eight per cent. of the marks so 
reported belonged to the pupils from one family. The 
number of pupils perfect in attendance for the year was 
eleven. 

GRADUATES. 


Twenty-three pupils graduated last June from the 8th 
Grade, five from the Center school; eight from the Depot 
school; two from Number 8 school; two from Number 9 
school; one from Number 5 school; two from Number 4 
school; and three from Number 3 school. Fifteen of these 
entered secondary schools as follows: Methuen High School, 
12; Pinkerton Academy, 2, and Atkinson Academy, 1. 
Further data may be found in the tables.

ScHooL REOPENED. 


A large increase of pupils in the Number 7 district neces- 
sitated the opening of that school following the Christmas 
vacation. Since this building had been unused for several 
years it was badly in need of repairs. A new floor, wood 
shed and toilets opening from the main room, and a reno- 
vation of paint in the interior has made this old building 
an attractive school. Lack of funds caused us to halt 
before more blackboards, cupboards and a new teacher’s 
desk were added. These must be provided during the next 
vacation. A strong teacher has been secured and one of 
the best rural schools in this vicinity is being maintained. 
At present there are 22 pupils enrolled, more than in any 
other one-room building in town. 

The opening of Number 7 partially relieved the conges- 
tion at the Depot school, but the Primary and Intermediate 
rooms still contain more pupils than can profitably be han- 
dled by the teachers. If the teachers in these two rooms 
were not especially strong our results would not be as 
satisfactory. Our corps of teachers in this building have 
worked in perfect harmony and sometimes under trying 
conditions. 


TEACHERS. 


Very few changes in teachers were made in June. Miss 
Fiske resigned from the Center Grammar school and Miss 
Ella M. Green, of Concord, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School was secured. This school has made thorough ad- 
vancement this year. Miss Sadie E. Pearson, a graduate 
of Fitchburg Normal School, has satisfactorily filled the 
vacancy caused by the resignation of Miss Lang. Number 
8 Primary school was filled with an experienced teacher, a 
graduate of Lowell Normal School and Lawrence Training 
School, Miss Marion Auty. Miss Maud Parker, a graduate 
of Keene Normal School took Miss Sargeant’s place at 
Number 10 school, but resigned at the close of the fall term. 
This school is now being taught by a teacher of wide expe- 
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rience, a graduate of Farmington (Maine), Normal School, 
Miss Ethel Tebbetts. Constant changing of teachers in 
this school hinders its progress. Stratton D. Brooks, 
president of the University of Oklahoma, formerly superin- 
tendent of schools in Boston said recently ‘‘A lifetime is 
none too short a term for a good teacher —a year is far too 
long for a poor one. It is particularly important that the 
public realize more deeply that frequent changes in the per- 
sonnel of a teaching force, are a serious handicap to educa- 
tional progress.”’ I want to add here that if we can keep 
our present efficient corps of teachers we need have no fear 
for the progress of our schools. Long and faithful service 
should be appreciated by increases in salary. 


STATE AID. 


Our town benefits from the state by the following laws, 
which I desire to bring to the attention of our townsmen: 


Literary Fund: 


The Literary Fund comes from taxes collected by the 
state on deposits, stock, and attending accumulations of 
depositors and stockholders of savings banks and other 
similar institutions who do not reside in the state or whose 
residence is unknown. This fund is distributed to the 
towns in November of each year. Our town’s share of this 
for the past year was $244.26. 


Rebate on High School Tuition: 


The law requires that school districts which do not main- 
tain a high school shall pay the tuition of all scholars who 
attend approved high schools in other districts; or, in some 
cases, schools without the state. In no case shall the 
amount so paid exceed $40 a pupil per year. The law also 
provides that under certain conditions a part of the amount 
so paid out will be paid back by the state. Towns whose 
rate of taxation for school purposes in any year is $3.50 or 
more on $1,000, and whose rate of taxation for all purposes 
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for five years next preceding is $16.50 or more on $1,000, 
shall receive a share of said appropriation, as follows: If 
the tax rate is from $22.50 to $23.49, seven tenths of the 
tuition is paid. Salem paid $1,407.60 for the year ending 
July 15, 1913, and in December of this year received seven 
tenths, or $985.32 from the state. The actual cost to the 
town district this past year was, therefore, three tenths of 
$40, or $12 per pupil. As our valuation has increased and 
our rate decreased we shall receive less from the state next 
year under this section. 


State Appropriation for Superintendent: 


The state pays one half of the salary of the superintend- 
ents of supervisory districts. The superintendent must be 
chosen from a list of persons approved and certified by the 
state superintendent. A candidate for the certificate must 
be a college graduate and, in addition, must pass both a 
written and oral examination before the state superintend- 
ent. Salem received $240 last December under this clause. 


State Appropriation for Average Attendance: 


A part of the money received from the state for the sup- 
port of schools depends on average attendance. To all 
towns having an equalized valuation of $5,500 to $7,000 
per pupil of average attendance, $1.00 per week for every 
25 pupils, or major part thereof, for the year next preceding. 
But no town shall receive such aid uhless it maintains its 
schools for at least 30 weeks, or if its school tax is less than 
$450 on $1,000 of valuation. We received $397.76 under 
this head. Last year we received at the rate of $1.25 per 
week for every twenty-five pupils, or major part thereof, 
but because our valuation has increased our rate has de- 
creased. We can draw more money from the state by in- 
ereasing the average attendance. Every day that a boy or 
girl stays at home from school lowers the amount of money 
which we receive. The state wisely puts a premium on 
good attendance. 


* 
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State A ppropriation for Approved Teachers: 


The state pays $2 a week to the school district for every 
teacher who holds a state certificate or is a graduate of an 
approved normal school. Under this law we drew last 
December, $650. 

Altogether we received about $500 less from the state the 
year ending July 15, 19138, than for the corresponding time 
the year before. 

All other school moneys are from local sources and in 
control of the district, except the sums assessed for books 
and supplies, flags and appurtenances and high school 
tuition. For these amounts see the School Board report. 


CoMPULSORY ATTENDANCE AND PROHIBITED 
EMPLOYMENT. 


Attention should be called to the amendment by the last 
General Court to the attendance law. A child is now obliged 
to attend school all of the time schools are in session from 
eight years of age until sixteen years old, unless such child 
shall have completed the prescribed course of study. No 
child shall be employed at any time, except at domestic 
work or on a farm, under the age of 16 unless the child has 
a labor certificate secured only from the superintendent of 
schools in the district. The state inspector found one child 
illegally employed in Salem the past summer. 

This attendance law amendment caused our truant 
officer to look into several cases, but owing to good judg- 
ment on his part. and common sense on the part of parents, 
all cases were satisfactorily adjusted. Dr. Soule is to be 
commended both in his work as a truant officer and as 
chairman of the Board of Health. Every school in town 
has received his attention. 


AGRICULTURE. 


Pursuant with the vote of the district agriculture was 
introduced into the schools during the Spring term. 
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School gardens were started in all the schools except Num- 
ber 1. The total expense for this work was $27 and no 
other equal amount of money returned greater value to the 
schools. When the work was introduced some teachers 
were averse or skeptical, but when asked to report on results, 
every one of them spoke well of the work. Let me but 
quote from their reports. 

“Tt has given them (the pupils) something practical to 
do and to have an active part in, at least.’”’ Another says: 
“The work has been done almost wholly at recess or outside 
of school hours, with the exception of a little time taken 
when the gardens were being prepared and planted.”’ Still 
another: ‘This is my first experience with a school garden 
and at first I was averse to the idea, but I am certainly in 
favor of it now. It has always been a problem to keep the 
pupils out of mischief at recess. . . . The school garden 
has solved that problem, as most of the time at recess is 
spent in the garden, looking at their own and each others, 
comparing and discussing them, weeding, watering, ete. 
It also gives them something to think about, talk about, and 
write about. One little girl, 10 years old, was so surprised 
to see the radishes in the ground. She said she thought 
they grew above the leaves.” Other comments, equally 
as interesting, might be inserted, but space forbids. 

A copy of “Farm Friends and Farm Foes” has been 
placed in each school and a reader, entitled “Our Common 
Friends and Foes,”’ is in use in the Depot third grade. A 
reader for the upper grades is contemplated. Teachers 
were instructed to give at least one fifth of their problems 
an agricultural basis and a book called ‘“ Rural Arithmetic” 
has been placed in their hands. One question in the final 
examination in English given the four upper grades was to 
write about the school or home garden. Some very inter- 
esting papers were handed in. Further work in simple seed 
and soil testing should be added from time to time. The 
work has not crowded out anything else and has certainly 
proven that it is worth while. 
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DoMESTIC SCIENCE. 


Sewing has been introduced into all the schools above the 
primary. The work outlined in the State Program of 
Studies is followed and the work is directed by the principal 
at the Depot school. Some difficulties have been met with, 
such as persuading parents to allow the children to bring 
suitable material from home, and the problem of doing 
other work with the boys at the same period. The cooking 
class at the Depot has numbered 20. Two (out of a possi- 
ble three) from the Center school; four (out of a possible 
five) from Number 8 school, two from Number 7;and therest 
from the Depot. Mrs. Coolidge, the teacher in charge, 
spent the summer vacation at Plymouth Normal School, 
preparing for the work. The State Program of Studies 
has been followed and the lessons taught with the idea of 
having them function in the home. The work has been 
well done, has been of interest to the pupils and deserves 
the support of the district. 

The boys have been given basketry at the same hour 
under the direction of Miss McLaughlin. Basketry has 
been taught in most of the other schools also, notably at the 
Center and Number 7. Excellent results have been seen 
but further development of the manual arts is needed to 
keep our work from being one-sided. 


EXHIBIT. 


An exhibit of school work was held in connection with 
the graduation and it is planned to repeat the same the com- 
ing spring. It is intended to have every child in the dis- 
trict represented by at least one piece of school work, a 
problem satisfactorily solved, a good language paper, a 
sample of handwriting, something from his school garden 
or his or her handiwork.

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Music. 


Those who attended the graduation last spring need not be 
told that our work in music is being well done. Mr. Hart- 
well’s report occurs elsewhere in this volume. 


MeEpDICAL INSPECTION. 


Medical inspection of school children has been felt to be 
a great need all over the country and is being adopted rap- 
idly by small as well as large communities. Realizing this 
need the last General Court passed an act authorizing med- 
ical inspection when it shall be voted by the school district. 
This law is excellently drawn and safeguards the pupil and 
parent. Space does not allow a full quotation of the law 
but the salient features are as follows: 


1. The district must adopt the act by formal vote. 


2. The School Board shall appoint as school physicians 
no one with less than five years’ experience. 


3. Such physician shall examine each child in the presence 
of the teacher at least once a year, unless written protest 
to the examination is made to the teacher. 


4. At any time the teacher shall notify any parent of 
signs of ill health or communicable disease and if the parent 
does not have the child examined by some registered physi- 
cian within two days and present a certificate to that effect, 
the school physician shall examine the child. 


5. Notice of the results of the examination shall be sent 
to the parent by the school physician. In case of contag- 
ious diseases teachers shall send home suspects immediately. 


6. Hearing and eyesight shall be tested by the teacher 
under the direction of the school physician. 


7. The State Board of Health, in co-operation with the 
Department of Public Instruction, shall prescribe directions 


for tests, record books, etc. 
6—Salem 
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8. Parents may protest in writing against examination 
except in the case of contagious diseases. 


9. The district may raise money for carrying out the 
provisions of this act. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I recommend the same amount of money for agriculture 
and domestic science. We have made our money go a good 
way. Part of the money this year could be devoted to the 
manual work for the boys. 

The north end of the town might be better benefited by 
the domestic science by equipping Number 4 school with 
an oil burner and dishes, such as is used at the Keene Model 
School and elsewhere about the state. Transportation is 
the best solution for the south end of the town, in my opin- 
ion. 

The fourth room at Number 6 school should be equipped 
with seats and desks and a fourth teacher employed. This 
need isurgent. It will necessitate the outlay of considerable 
money since this room is not connected with the present 
heating plant. 

Sanitary conditions at this school remain the same as 
stated in my last report. They are a problem, but a prob- 
lem that must ultimately be solved. 


HicgH SCHOOL. 


I recommend what may seem a radical proposition 
because it is not an economical one, but one which I believe 
to be in the interests of sound educational policy. We are 
now sending every year between 40 and 50 pupils to secon- 
dary schools, largely without the state. This fall only 15 
of our graduates of last spring continued their studies further, 
largely because of the difficulties of getting to high school, 
where the transportation must be borne by the parents and 
where the interstate commerce law allows no reduction in 
rates. Many of our pupils now have to leave their homes 
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very early in the morning to attend either Methuen High 
School or Pinkerton Academy and the hours of return are 
irregular, making cold lunches and irregular meals necessary. 
There is a large element of moral danger to young people 
traveling on either the steam or electric cars. The travel- 
ing public take liberties which should be condemned. I 
believe that we could adapt a high school to our community 
needs, better than do the schools in another state, they 
being in urban rather than rural communities. The town 
of Pelham now sends its pupils to Nashua High School 
which isovercrowded. If we maintained a good high school, 
and no other should be thought of, we might be able to 
direct that stream this way. 

As a publie servant your superintendent realizes that his 
position is no sinecure, but a few helpful and uplifting words 
have made his work more pleasant than he could reasonably 
expect. He thanks the School Board and all those who 
have helped to uphold his hands.

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To Superintendent Winslow and School Board of Salem, 
N. H.: 


Your supervisor of music submits the following report 
of the work accomplished in this special study in the 
schools of Salem during the past year. 

Again, I have the pleasure of calling your attention to a 
year of progress in nearly all the schools, particularly in the 
districts where the grades are separated—the primary from 
the grammar pupils: the boys in the higher grades are really 
becoming interested in singing, and, instead of maintaining 
an indifferent attitude toward the subject of music, as in 
former years, they now manifest a disposition to do their 
best in all the schools. The reason for this is due, in a 
great measure, to the diligent and painstaking efforts of the 
teachers, prompted by the supervisor of music. 

The pupils of the primary and intermediate grades have, 
for years, been much interested in their music—they are 
always striving to do their best in whatever is asked of 
them—and this improvement of the higher grade pupils, 
also, is much appreciated by the supervisor. 

Peculiar conditions exist in the Center grammar school 
this year. The boys outnumber the girls about three to 
one, so that it has been found necessary for the boys to 
step into the breach, as never before, and they are doing 
splendidly, some excellent singing being heard at this 
school. 

The pupils of the grammar grades at the Depot school 
are quite up to the standard being on an equal footing with 
the Center pupils. 

The intermediate grade pupils at the Depot are singing 
their rhythmic exercises from the music readers, as well as 
much individual practice from the Weber sight-singing 
method—the best preparation possible for future service 
in the upper grades. 

Just at this time the pupils of the higher grades at the 
brick schoolhouse in North Salem are accomplishing much 
in rhythmic study and part-singing. 
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The grammar grades at district No. 8 have shown, per- 
haps, the most noticeable improvement of any school in 
the town during the past year, both in rhythm and part- 
singing, and still further advancement may be expected in 
the future, if the present interest of the pupils is main- - 
tained. 

To No. 9, the school which so greatly pleased the people 
at the graduation last June, must still be accorded the su- 
perlative position in the standing of the town schools. 

My thanks are due to Superintendent Winslow and 
school board for all needed materials and assistance; to 
teachers and pupils for co-operation and courteous treat- 
ment at all times, and to those who have in any way ren- 
dered assistance to the music teacher.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD FOR 1913-14. 


This year we have had a number of changes in teachers. 
We have been very fortunate in securing good teachers and 
they are doing excellent work. 

No. 6 school being crowded—there were over 50 pupils 
in one room—we decided, in the fall to open No. 7 school 
the first of January, 1914. We have fixed up the school- 
house and now we have a nice school building. We were 
very fortunate in securing a good teacher, Miss Elsie Cate, 
a graduate of Plymouth Normal School, who is doing good 
work. At present there are 22 pupils, the largest ungraded 
school in town. 

We recommend that the fourth room in,the Depot school 
be furnished for school purposes. We shall need the room 
next September, as there are to many pupils in the Primary 
grade for one teacher. 

We recommend the following amounts to be voted on:
